Then the railways were busy hauling 
freight and transporting passengers Now they are 
bus» firing men and slashing wages because traffic 
has disappeared 

Where has it gone to? The short haul traffic 
has gone to the trucks and busses, with the per- 
missive consent of the railways, which have made 
not one serious attempt to keep it. The long haul 
traffic died out when Canadians were no longer 
able to sell their products abroad and had to cut 
down buying abroad and at home. 

The Dominion Government cannot by any 
waving of a magic wand restore traffic and pros- 
perity to the railways. But it can use something 
a good deal more effective than any wand, its 
authority over both trade and the railways. 

The Government can reverse the absurd tariff 
and trade policy that has helped to “blast” our 
foreign trade, invite foreigners to do business with 
us, and thus regain for the railways the traffic they 
have lost through its strangling operations. 

And it can tell the railway managements that 
if they want to ever recapture their local traffic 
they will have to stop trying to operate railways 
as they were operated in the days of our grand- 
fathers, when the railway’s only competitor was the 
horse and wagon. 

These shifts would not make the railways pros- 
perous over-night But they would do something 
at least to dissipate the gloom that has settled 
over Ottawa, over the headquarters of the railways,

“sound money” is given by the shopkeepers of 
Blaine, which is just across the American border in 
Washington on the Pacific Highway. 

Blaine has been issuing wooden money to relief 
workers, which wooden money is taken at par in the 
Blaine stores.

Will this 
convince the solons at Ottawa that it is the credit 
behind the promise, not the stuff of which the 
coinage is made, that gives it value. 


It is ironic enough to pay premium on the ex- 
change of Dominion semi-gold backed bills into 
U.S. silver certificates with an intrinsic value of 
26 cents apiece. Let us hope this crowning irony 
will have some lesson for the “sound money” group 
at Ottawa 

Mayor Davison and his supporters on the city 
council of Calgary deserve the thanks of Canadians 
for their stand against paying a premium for Cana- 
dian gold. They are taking a stand for the whole 
nation. Calgary is the spearhead of a national attack 
upor the exchange bogey. 

Why should a Canadian dollar be worth only 87% 
cents in New York, in U.S. money—most of which is 
in silver certificates backed only by 26 cents worth 
of silver. 

Our Canadian dollar is a better, sounder dollar 
than any American dollar not backed by gold. The 
credit of Canada is unimpeached. Its assets are 
beyond question. Its financial security is stronger— 
to judge by the comparison of four thousand bank 
failures in United States and not one in Canada. 

Canada is to pay 267 millions to United States 
this year in principal and interest. Why should 
Canadians have to pay an additional 40 millions 
because exchange has been juggled to a spurious 
value? 

There must be honesty in finance if the world 
is ever to get onto the Prosperity Road. The dis- 
honesty that exacts an extra 17 cents on the pay- 
ment of each dollar to an American creditor, must 
cease: the dishonesty that under the phrase “sound 
money” would make the Canadian farmer pay in 
terms of wheat three times that which he borrowed 
when he mortgaged his farm or contracted obliga- 
tions, must end. 

Financial greed is killing the goose that lays the 
golden eggs. Calgary, like the valiant Hampden 
of a former day, is resisting a tyranny 


The inflated pile of interest-bearing bonds, 
issued and re-issued to pay for the cost of the war 
is hovering like a dark cloud over humanity. All 
the world’s cash was used up in the first two months 
of the Great War. For the rest of the four years 
and three months it was financed by credit, at the 
averege rate of one hundred and fifty-five million 
do lars a day 

Why should children born since the war, and 
who had no part in its folly and heroism, be saddled 
with that debt? Why should wealth be increased 
by the blood and sufferings of a war-torn world 
Why was not wealth conscripted when human 
beings were, and made to sacrifice along with those 
who gave up limbs and lives and loves? 

And how is it that a world that could issue one 
hundred and fifty-five millions of credit-wealth 
daily for over four years to carry on the work of 
hate and destruction, cannot now use its credit to 
finance peace-time employment, and usher in a 
new and better regime? 


Birth control is making headway. At its recent 
convention at Calgary the United Farm Women’s 
Association joined with the Provincial Council of 
Women to petition the provincial government to 
establish clinics for the dissemination of birth con- 
trol information. It would be in keeping with the 
forward position of Alberta as the first province to 
adopt a law for the compulsory sterilization of 
mental defectives, if it were to lead the van of pro- 
gress in the establishment of government birth 
control clinics in Canada. Holland has had gov- 
ernment birth control clinics for over thirty years. 


At New York, last week, the American Birth 
Control League adopted a resolution favoring laws 
to provide for “the sterilization of persons who have 
serious hereditary defects and who cannot be relied 
upor to use contraception to avoid reproduction.” 

It is interesting, as showing the advanced posi- 
tion taken by leaders of religious thought in the 
Hebrew Church, to know that the resolution was 
introduced by Rabbi Sidney E. Goldstein, associate 
rabbi of the Free Synagogue 

Canada was not far behind. On the day follow- 
ing the passage of the above mentioned resolution 
the Eugenics Society of Canada, at its annual meet- 
ing, held in London, Ont., called upon the Ontario 
Government enact legislation permitting the 
voluntary sterilization of mental defectives? 

The Eugenics Society of Canada is a young body 
It was formed but a year or so ago, and is composed 
of prominent scientists, social workers, medical 
practitioners and business men 
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Rescue of Lady Mary Bailey from her airplane 
crash in Africa, draws attention to her hus- 
bana, Sir Abe Bailey, one of the most colorful 
princes of adventure in modern history, A man of 
colossal wealth, he has been one of the biggest 
gamblers on the turf and stock exchange those in- 
stitutions have yet seen.

£3 of which he promptly lost in speculation 

Down to his last shilling he was selected to play 
in the cricket match of the year, for Cape Colony 
against Natal. A friend offered him £5 if he made 
20 runs.
